Tax Increase 


Bill Studied 


By Committee 


Over Seven 
Each Year 
Billions 


W A SH IN G T O N , June 13— (ZP)— 
The House ways and means com­ 
mittee drove toward its final de­ 
cisions today on a bill to increase 
taxes by $7,500,000,000 a year. 


Proposed increases in the ex­ 
cise taxes on gasoline, automobiles 
and some household appliances re­ 
mained to be ratified, along with 
a proposal to broaden the base for 
the excess profits tax on corpor­ 
ations. A ll have been approved in 
previous tentative votes. 


Chairman 
Doughton 
(D-NC) 
said he is hopeful the committee 
can complete its work today. The 
bill still must pass the House and 
Senate. 


A proposed new ten percent tax 
on gambling and several hundred 
million dollars in additional ex­ 
cise taxes were clinched into the 
committee bill yesterday. 


These included: 
Cigarettes, rate of seven cents a 
pack raised to eight. 


W hiskey and other hard liquor, 
$rom $9 a 100-proof 
gallon 
to 
$10.50. 


Beer, from $8 a barrel to $9 
Wine, up an average of 12Vt 
percent. 


Diesel fuel to be taxed 
two 
cents a gallon when used in high­ 
w ay vehicles. 
Cigarette lighters 20 percent at 
retail. Fountain pens and mechan­ 
ical pencils, 20 percent of manu­ 
facturer’s price. 


The wagering tax would be ten 
percent on the gross receipts of 
professional bookmakers and 
of 
the operators of lotteries, policy 
wheels ( “numbers” ) and pools on 
sporting events.

The informant said an Iranian

"Iron Triangle" Is 
Being Mopped Up 
By Allied Forces

of eastern Korea against retreat­ 
ing Reds. 


The mountain warfare followed 
a uniform pattern, bouncing from 
ridge to ridge. 


United Nations forces attacked, i 
North 
Koreans, 
entrenched 
on • 
hilltops and supported by artillery ' 
and mortar fire, halted them. UN 
air strikes and artillery then blast 
ed the Reds. Communists pulled I 
back to the next ridge. 


There the 
same 
performance 
was repeated. 


This gave this type of warfare ' 
the name: “ Bouncing Battle.” 


The ridge climbers drove for­ 
ward to straighten out the Allied j 
baseline. Their immediate objee- I 
tive was to catch up with spear- I 
heads probing through the shatter­ 
ed Red “ iron triangle” , 20 miles ! 
north of the 38th Parallel on the 
western front. 


W hile U N 
patrols 
uncovered 
more abandoned stockpiles at the 
base of the 
triangle, 
warplanes 
hammered at Red efforts to drag 
equipment out of the top. 


Tank-led 
forces fanned 
out 
three miles and more beyond the 
front lines around Chorwon and 
Kumhwa, former anchors of the 
road hub area. They found and 
blew up 4,000 rounds of Chinese 
artillery and mortar shells near 
Kumhwa. 
Another large 
cache 
was demolished near Chorwon. 


Patrols smacked into entrench­ 
ed Chinese each side of the tri­ 
angle. They blocked the roads to­ 
ward Kumsong, new Chinese base 
to the east. 
They fought probing 
efforts toward the Im jim on the 
west, beyond 
which Lt. 
Gen. 
Jam es A. Van Fleet said the Reds 
“ would be in a fairly secure po­ 
sition.” 
Moscow radio said the Commun- 
ists blocked UN attacks all along 
the front Tuesday and shot down 
four Allied planes. 


There were no such Allied re­ 
ports. But Red jets made harm­ 
less pass es at Allied bombers far 
from the Manchurian border. The 
Far East A ir Forces said the jets 
didn’t shoot. Five jets were involv- 
| ed in such passes, four of them 
over the east coast port of Won­ 
san. 
Wonsan, under blockade of the 
UN fleet for four months, lies at 
the head of 
Pyonggang 
valley 
running due north from the form­ 
er iron triangle. 
Carrier planes from the U. S. S. 
Bon Hamme Richard blew' up an 
ammunition dump near the port 
city. 
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COMMUNIST FORCES continued to flee under fire as Allied occupation 
troops began taking over Chorwon and Kumhwa ( I) , key anchors of the 
Red “ Iron Triangle.” Greek, Turkish, Filipino and Thailand soldiers 
took part in this major victory which sent the Chinese Red Army reeling 
from the North Korean gateway. Vast amounts of supplies were aban­ 
doned by the enemy. In the east Communist resistance in the Hwachon 
Reservoir section (2) was reported decreasing as U.N. troops advanced.

“ It w ill increase the cost of the 
turnpike, reduce the number of 
prospective bidders on the bonds 
that must 
be sold to finance 
the 
project, create political influences 
in the development 
of the proj­ 
ect, and 
in its business 
policies 
take control 
from the 
turnpike 
commissioners 
over the 
conduct 
I and services of legal counsel, and 
bring about 
new litigation 
con­ 
cerning 
the 
constitutionality 
of 
the new law." 
The proposal 
to give the 
at­ 
torney general the right to hire 
the attorneys 
for the 
Turnpike 
Commission was introduced late in 
the legislative session and immedi­ 
ately became 
a storm-center 
of 
partisan debate. 
The measure 
itself 
Is simple 
enough It takes just one word out 
of the law establishing the com­ 
mission. In the section of the law 
| listing the types of employes the 
I commission 
may hire, 
the act 
Lausche vetoed deletes the word 
“ attorneys” . 
Under Atty. 
Gen. C, 
W illiam 
O ’N eill’s 
recent opinion, 
the at­ 
torney general already is the com­ 
mission’s 
chief legal 
adviser. 
Therefore, the new act automat­ 
ically would have given 
the right 
to hire commission attorneys to 
the attorney general. 
The cry of “ job-grab” went up 
from the Democrats as soon as the 
bill was introduced. Some called 
it a ripper bill. 
The measure squeezed through 
the Senate with 18 votes—only one 
more than a constitutional major­ 
ity- 
Sen. Ralph W inter (R-M edina), 
a leading advocate of toll super­ 
highways in past legislatures, led 
Senate opposition to the attorney 
general bill. 
He said 
it divided 
turnpike 
authority between 
the 
commission and the attorney gen­ 
eral, and declared: 
“ If you 
weaken the 
commis­ 
sion’s authority, if you fog the re­ 
sponsibility investors may demand 
a higher interest rate on turnpike 
bonds: That may mean the differ­ 
ence between

building turnpikes.”

W A SH IN G T O N , June 13— (JP)— 
There’s talk around here now that 
President Truman is going to star' 
fighting back at the critics of hr 
administration. If he does, it w ill 
be a sort of change of pace 


This talk seems to have sprung 
up over the weekend after a White 
House 
announcement he 
would 
make a radio-TV speech to the 
nation Thursday 
night, 
urging 
that price and wage 
and other 
controls be 
continued by Co.;- 
gress beyond June 30. 


It w ill be the president's first 
major speech to the nation since 
April l l when he took to the air 
to explain why he had just fired 
General MacArthur. Fighting talks 
by the president in the past year 
or so have been infrequent. 


In fact, talks by the 
president 
even explaining policies have been 
fairly infrequeitt 
leaving a 
big 
vacuum that has provided plent / 
of room for his critics. 


In the past year or so 
criticism 
has piled up on his administration. 
It reached a climax with the pub­ 
lic acclaim given M cArthur when 
he returned home. 
And since then Mr. 
Trum an’s 
Republican critics in 
particular 
have continued to sharpshoot at 
him and members of his adminis­ 
tration. The tone of that criticism 
gets less polite as time goes on, 
with words like “ dishonest” be­ 
ing thrown around. 
When the history of these times 
is written it may show the T ru ­ 
man administration 
went on the 
defensive when Senator McCarthy, 
Wisconsin 
Republican, 
b e g a n 
making broad charges 
of Com­ 
munism in the State Department, 
with Secretary of State Acheson 
the particular target of his attack. 
W hat a sustained counterattack 
by the Trumanites might have ac­ 
complished w ill have to remain 
one of the unanswered 
questions 
of history. But there certainly has 
been no attempt at such a counter­ 
attack. 
There’s been 
some 
comment 
here that Acheson, in 
his testi­ 
mony at the Senate inquiry into 
M acArthur^ firing, was aggres­ 
sive, for a change. He 
answered 
questions firm ly but ifs debatable 
whether that could be called ag­ 
gress! ve. 
President Truman seemed pleas­ 
ed with Acheson’s 
performance. 
He publicly pronounced a bless­ 
ing of well done and said Ache­ 
son would remain as his secretary 
of state. 
Compared 
with 
the 
attacks 
made on him, Acheson’s answers 
were mild, indeed. If s possible he 
doesn’t feel he should 
reply to 
his critics with 
the same 
terse 
toughness they turned 
loose on 
him, for at one place he said: 
“ Criticism is something which I 
have to bear as an occupational 
hazard and I am quite ready to 
bear it.” 
Mr. Truman himself 
certainly 
is capable of vigorous answers as 
he demonstrated when he success­ 
fully campaigned for the 
presi­ 
dency in 1948. Since then he has 
been quieter. 
It may have been his deliberate 
policy to stand back and say com­ 
paratively 
little, 
believing 
the 
criticism would blow itself out of

Tomorrow is Flag Day. 
What does it mean to most of us? What 


?igniticance does this have in a day of world 


confusion and the seeming increase in wor­ 


ship of money as against national and inter- 


rational patriotism and morality? 
Has real patriotism given 
way to indif­ 


ference and complete selfishness for most 


people? 
June 14 is the time when we are sup­ 


posed to pay annual salute to the Stars and 
Stripes anc the 48 stars representing the 
slates of 
this mighty 
nation. Are we of­ 
fering more than lip service? The boys on 
the fighting front in Korea certainly are. 


Today’s design of our national flag has 
endured longer than any other in the flags 
174 years. There hasbeen no change in 39 
years, since Arizona was granted statehood. 


The origin of Old Glory is lost in myth 
and legend. Historians have discarded the 
familiar story that Betsy Ross made the first 
flag from 
a pencil 
sketch given 
her 
by 
Washington—a story first told by her grand­ 
son 94 years after the supposed event. They 
also doubt 
if the devices 
evolved from 
Washington's coat of arms. 


The colonies had no common flag when 
the Revolutionary war broke out. The Great 
Union flag, with 13 alternate red and white 
stripes and crosses of 
St. George and 
St. 
Andrew, was raised for the first time by 
Washington in 1776. The crosses symbolized 
loyalty to the crown and soon fell out of 
favor. 
On June 14, 1777, Congress, by resolution, 
created the Stars and Stripes. The 13 stripes 
supplanted the Great Union flag. The stars 
formed a circle. 
Who conceived the idea for the 13 stripes 
to represent the 13 original colonies, 
and 
later the field 
of stars? The question 
re­ 
mains unanswered. 
The claim of Francis 
Hopkinson, a signer of the Declaration of 
Independence, may be the soundest. Records 
show he received nine pounds for his flag 
design. 
From practical standpoint, the design has 
stood all tests. In national sentiment it has 
ever been Americans’ loftiest emblem. Other 
nations boast national ensigns, but in many 


the original significance is lost hi n*s*or>ca! 


mist. 
As Americans look aloft to the flag cm this 


Flag Day, they may justifiably sense a new 


pride in their nation and the politically heri­ 
tage. The flag’s chief symbolism of old still 
stands—political freedom for all.

The Dionne quintuplets were 17-years-old 
the other day. These girls, who have 
at­ 
tracted worldwide attention since the day 
they were born to a French Canadian moth- 
ei in a village in Ontario, have reached the 
age of young womanhood, old enough for 
high-heeled shoes and lipstick, dances and 
thoughts of marriage. While supervision by 
the Canadian government was beneficial in 
various ways, the quints had a still greater 
blessing, the love and care of sensible par­ 
ents. 


They are worth a million dollars in their 
own right, but none of this was gained 
through exploitation or vulgar showman­ 
ship. They have never been put on exhibi­ 
tion, although the opportunities were al­ 
most endless, and at profitable figures. In­ 
stead they have been carefully reared and 
educated to become efficient housewives in 
the French-Canadian tradition. They do “go 
with the boys,” their 
father explains, but 
none so far has thoughts of marriage. 


Modem parents, given to indulging their 
children in matters of money, could find a 
lesson in the rearing of the Dionne girls in 
that respect. Until recently their allowance 
was $2 a month, in spite of their wealth. 
Now it has been increased to $5, because the 
girls protested that $2 doesn’t buy much 
these days.
